Ths sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 

ay be made at any Dominion Lands 
ie gency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
aseatn conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a honvesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per atre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—~Must 
reside six months jn each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. ; 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

In Germany the annual expenses 
of the military establishment and the 
plans for the expenditure of mor¢g 
money are not submitted each year to 
Parliament. They are drawn up for 
a long period, and the budget covere 
for a certain number of years, on one 
occasion as long as eight, not only the 
current expenses but the entire re- 
organization schemes for that period 

For some years there was no ap- 
preciable change in the military es 
tablishments, but beginning in 188¢ 
a series of laws was put forth which 
increased the number of units and 
developed the technical departments. 
It may be said that in the growth of 
armaments Germany was pushed on 
at what physicists term “accelerated 
velocity.”

AIX-LA-CHAPELLE—German city 
of Aachen, 10 miles from the Belgian 
border. Has a population of 150,000. 
Is center of fine railway connections 
with Antwerp, Liege and Brussels to 
the west and Cologne and Dusseldorf 
to the east and north. 

VERDUN—One of the strongest 
fortresses in northern France on line 
from Metz to Paris. Guarded by 
numerous forts guarding all approach: 
es from frontier. Entircly surrounded 
by bastions with four gates. Sixteen 
forts and twenty other smaller forti- 
fications, with a diameter of about 
eight and a half miies. 

MEUSE VALLEY—River is 560 
miles from its headwaters in France 
in its passage through Belgian anc 
Holland to confluence with Rhine. A 
few miles from Sedan it disappears 
underground for three miles. For 60 
miles south from Verdun it is strong: 
ly fortified at all possible crossings 
for hostile troops moving from Metz 
to Paris.

No journalist-save, perhaps, 
a war correspondent of long experi- 
ence—is qualified to express an 
opinion on so techincal a subject as 
mobilization 
Further, his opinions can have no 
possible effect save to embarrass the 
officers in their task and cripple the 
freedom of the Government. 

Criticism in peace time is a noces- 
sity. Criticism in war time, when 
_the main object is merely to mepley 
the cleverness of the critic, is 
nuisance and deserves suppression.’ 

We agree with every word of this. 
The papers that are anxious to get 
a dig at the Militia Department and 
the Governnent should display morc 
fact and not be so stupid, because 
their game is tov transparent. For in- 
stance, the leading Liberal organs 
have been criticizing the Govern- 
ment because they claim it is not 


intended to send another contingent, , 


whereas no such decision has been 
arrived at; in fact The Albertan 
on Monday stated that the first 
opportunity the Minister of Militia | 
had of speaking on the matter he 
said, it was the intention to send 
more troops if they were needed.

TERRIFIC ATTACK A FEINT TO 


-FOE'S 


COVER RETIREMENT OF | 


RIGHT 


French Capital Confident News of Victory Will Arrive 
Following Present Movements— Military Critic Cites 


Similar Situation. 


Paris, October 1.—Unofficial re- 
ports are persistent here that the 
retirement of a heavy section of the 
German right wing, under Gen. von 
Kiluck, is continuing because of the 
physical inability of the soldiers to 
meet the violent assaults of the allied 
army. Unollicial advices express the 
belieE that von Kluck’s counter at- 
tack on Tracy le Mont was a feint 
to cover the retirement of -part of 
his army.from the position between 
the Oise and Aisne rivers. 

Paris feels certain that news of 
victory will follow the stupendous 
struggle now in progress. 

The first news that the Indian 
troops have reached the firing line 
and are reinforcing the French-Brit- 
ish lines, came today, from Marseil- 
les, instead of from the govergment 
press bureau. Seventy thousand In- 
dians will be a strong help to the 
allies. e 

FIERCE ATTACK CONTINUED 

The Germans continue the fierce 
attack in the angle formed by the 
Rivers Oise and Aisne, in the direc- 
tion of Tracy-le-Mont, which has al- 
ready been the scene of a success on 
the part of the allies. Here the 
French lines have thus far held solid- 
ly, and these attempts to break 
them have heen futile. The contest 
has heen singularly desperate, but the 
allies by daring counter manoeuvers 
have checked the bold attempts of 
their adversaries, which are believed 
by many to be in the nature of a 
feint. 

The latest news from the front, 
while not givigg sufficient details to 
satisfy the public, is nevertheless re- 
garded as favorable, and Paris con- 
tinues to wait with patience for 
some decisive result of the great 
battle. Lieut.-Col. Rousset, the 
military critic, writing to the Petit 
Parisien, quotes the sentence, fram 
the official communication, reading, 
“On our left wing to the north of 
the Somme the action continues to 
develop more and more toward the 
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north,’’ and says: 


RECALLS ANALOGOUS 
SITUATION 

“Curiou:'y, I remember perfectly 
having seen at the imperial manoe- 
uvers of 1909 something analogous 
to the actual situation of the Ger- 
man forces today. A certain corps 
of the attacking army disappeared in 
a manoeuver which it had contem- 
plated against the left flank of the 
enemy found itself at the end of the 
day compressed between two lines of 
fire, which had the form of the letter 
V_ reversed. It is useless to say 
that the German emperor was not 
at all satistied, and I doubt if he- be 
more so today in seeing this singul- 
ar operation happen again to his 
great loss, 

“Having been unable to oppose 
our extension toward thn north the 
Germans struggled to break at its 
summit the angular line we occupy. 
Against Tracy-le-Mont they delivered 
a furious attack, which appears to 
have cost them dear. Perhaps it, is 
not vet the last one. 

“IT imagine as usual this would be- 
come more and more furious, the 
tactics in secking to strike at thr 
same time upon two points, over a 
hundred kilo metres (about 62 miles) 
may indicate that this is a certain 
conclusion, and it will be quite ex- 


traordinary if this can continue 
long.”’

News from Germany 


LONDON, Oct. 2—The Standard’s Petrograd correspondent for- 
wards the text of the appeal to Russian troops being dropped from 
German aeroplanes throughout tha territory, where Russian troops 
are stationed, urging them not to suffer death in a lost cause. The 
following is the general tone of the proclamations: 

‘¢Soldiers—On the Austrian frontier the Russian army, after a 
complete rout which occasioned enormous losses, is now hastily re- 
treating. Many Russians killed and wounded have been abandon- 
ed on the battlefield. 

‘*In Poland is raging a great irresistible revolt against which 
Russian authorities are absolutely impotent. In Moscow a revo- 
lution has broken out which will soon spread throughout the length 
and breadth of the Russian empire. Your commanders tell you not 
to give up freely as captives because they say we torture prisoners 
and wounded. Don't believe this blasphemous slander. If this 
were true where could we keep tl:e band of tormentors and hang- 
men to kill and torture? ‘Your prisoners are now living in the in- 
terior of our great country together with vast numbers of French, 
Belgians and British. They are all without exception very happy 
and comfortable. It is not worth dying for alost cause. Surrender 
voluntarily to your captors and live for your wives, your children, 
for your native land, for a new and happy Russia.”

Government [Vieets 
Commercial Situation 
With Great Courage 


Great Britain Greatly Admired for Manner of Handling 
Finances, Says London Daily Chronicle—Especially 
Successful in Supplying Sugar 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—The Daily Chronicle says this morning ed- 
itorially that the British government has met the commercial and 
industrial situation created by the war with a courage and resource- 
fulness that has commanded un.versal admiration. The editorial 
continues: 

‘*Nowhere have their efforts been more successful than in the 
matter of sugar supply of the kinzdom. 

‘Vast quantities of sugar are consumed in this country and 
most of it comes from the continent. 

‘Anticipating a serious dislocation of the trade owing to the 
war the government at once appointed a royal commission to inquire 
into the facts and endowed with full power to act. 

‘The commission ably presided over by Sir Henry Primrose has 
acted with extraordinary promptitude and efficiency. It checked 
speculation for a large rise in the price of sugar, it cornered the 
whole available supply, and it sold to refiners at a fixed price, with 

the proviso that they in tucn should sell to retailers at moderate 
prices definitely determined. 

“This bold piece of state socialism has been signally successful 
and we owe it to the government that there has been no shortage in 
sugar supplies and only a comparatively small increase in price. 

‘‘Last evening the commission issued a very modest memoran- 
dum gun vane: ean an account of its work.’’

Germans ns Talk About | 
Retreat of Armies 


Seem Resigned to Fact That Their Forces Will 
Be Pushed Back 


AMSTERDAM, via London, Oct. 2,—A despatch from the Ger- 
man capital says that the Berliner Tageblatt prints a significant 
article by ita military correspondent, Major Morsht, who, while as- 
serting confidence that there will be a fresh German advance on 
Paris, is carful to add: 

‘*But there is another possibility which must command the at- 
tention of calm observers of the fluctuating struggle; what would be 
gained by the allies if they force back our right wing to the Belgian 
frontier? Nothing but the passing success which would be the be- 
ginning of the end of the Franco- British presumption of victory.” 

Major Moraht then argues that the further the allies move from 
Verdun and Toul, which he says, form their last great stronghold, 
the longer is the distance they must travel back when the stream of 
German armies, broad and unhindered, flows westward from 
Lorraine.
